Must have good drainage. 
Full sun or not less than half day. 


Plant rhizome %” below surface, spreading roots well. Firm soil well 
around roots. Keep moist for at least 2 weeks or until new roots have 
developed. 


Plant from 1 to 2 feet apart each way. 


5. The soil should be well cultivated in advance with well-rotted cow 
manure, bone meal, or some well-balanced commercial fertilizer. Iris 
are happy with phosphate and potash. 


6. In keeping your old dried leaves picked off and cleaned up, it is not 
necessary to trim the fans, except when moving the iris, and then only 
to keep the wind from blowing them over.
